The Green Bill 


The bill as drafted by Senator 


Green is as follows: 


A Bill, 


To provide for the general wel- 
fare of employees of Coal Mines 
by regulating the weighing and 
measuring of coal and providing 
penalties for violation thereof. 


Be it enacted by the Gen- 


eral Assembly of the State of 
Ohio—Section I—1 All eoal 
taken from any coal mine by 
the employees of the owner, 
lessee or agent of a coal mine, 
shall be weighed at the time 
it is removed from the mine 
before 
beintr 
reduced 
in 


weight in any manner or by 
any screen or any other de- 
vice, which weight shall be 
the standard for establishing 
the wages of the work ineji. 
Al! weights and. measures re- 
ferred to in this act shall be 
those prescribed by the laws 
of the State ot Ohio. 
Section 2—Any mine owner 
lessee or agent of a eoal mine 
in this state neglecting or re- 
fusing to install proper equip 
rnent or failing 
to 
comply 


with this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and 
for each day that he fails to 
comply therewith shall be

Ithaca, X. Y., Jaa. 2^.—Tbai recejit 


Inimigration is apparently killing off 
the old American stock and thai one 
of the snost deplorable phases of mod- 
ern American life from aa eugenic 
standpoint is that college ni-_»n and 
women are marrying in steadily de- 
creasing numbers, were statements 
made by Walter F. Wilcos, veil 
known Cornell statistician and sociol- 
ogist, in a discussion on eugenics. Ha 
said: 


"Recent immigration is apparently 


killing off she older American stock. 
The most desirable element, from au 
eugenic standpoint, including college 
men and women, are not marrying ia 
the same proportionate numbers as S:i 
the past aud the nation is the worse 
off for the fewer children of desirable 
parents. The large families of less 
desirable parents among the classes 
where surroundings are not the best 
is placing a check on the progress of 
the country. .Many cullized societies 
seem to be reproducing mainly from 
the feebler or less desirable lines of 
descent. Thus the old American stock 
is apparently losing ground in the face 
of recent immigration.

The law established 
a roof beyond which the earnings of 
a railroad may not climb, but it does 
not "build a floor to keep the road 
from sinking into financial oblivion. 
I do not believe for a moment, though, 
that a public monopoly should be al- 
lowed to fix rates where it pleases." 


Riple> Says Raiiroads Can Not Carry 


Express Business Cheaper. 


San Francisco, Jan. 22.—President 


B. P. Ripley oi the Santa Fe system 
appeared before the state railroad 
commission to argue against the pro- 
posed reduction of express rates. 


"The express business, next after 


the rontracts for carrying the mail, Is 
the least lucrative portion of the busi- 
ness of the Santa Fe sjstem," he said. 
"If >ou decrease our revenue from the 
express business you cut into our 
margin of safety. There isn't much 
in this country yet in «be way cf rail- 
roads. It is almost true that ia the 
United States we have only Imitation 
railroads 


'•Our present properties are not con- 


structed to stand the strain of future 
requirements. The railroads of today 
realize they must prepare for very 
costly improvements in the future. It 
is my belief that from a standpoint 
of nuhlic interest, a railroad ought to 
earn a \ery large surplus e\ery year, 
so that it would be able to put back 
as much money into its capital assets 
for the improvement of its property
